ENGLAND fencing coach Paul 
Romang, who told teenage girls 
they could become Olympic stars if 
they gave him sexual favours, has 
been given a two-year suspended 
jail sentence. 

The 59-year-old promised the youngsters 
stardom if they submitted to his training 
regime, which included special massages. 

But things went too far when Romang mas¬ 
saged a 16-year-old protege’s breasts and but¬ 
tocks, and now he will never coach teenage 
girls again. 

The coach, who taught fencing at three Kent 
clubs and at posh King’s School, Canterbury, 
has been banned from working with anyone 
under the age of 18 after a jury found him 
guilty at Canterbury Crown Court. 

He is now on the sex offender’s register and 
cannot get work. He also has a six month sus¬ 
pended prison sentence hanging over him. 

The court heard how Romang stole into the 
girl’s bedroom when she was staying with him 
at his home in Ramsgate, Kent. 

He told her to lie on her bed while he mas¬ 
saged her back, but the massaging got out of 
hand and the girl told her mother, who con¬ 
tacted police. 

Two other girls testified that Romang had 
tried to massage them on trips to Hungary for 
special coaching. All three girls were showered 
with gifts and favours. 

Danny Moore, defending, said: “Mr Romang’s 
working life is essentially over; he earned a

School merger back on table as 
new primary plans are scrapped

PLANS to amalgamate the 
Kingsmead and Payne 
Smith primary schools are 
once again going ahead 
despite scrapped plans for 
a purpose-built school. 

Originally the primaries were to 
have an entirely new set of buildings 
on Canterbury’s Kingsmead develop¬ 
ment site. But due to Kent County 
Council (KCC) budget cuts the long- 
awaited new school was axed. 

Instead the Kingsmead and Payne 
Smith primaries will benefit from 


KENT has been selected as one of 
16 areas nationwide to be given 
direct control over spending for 
social problems. 

The move will allow County Hall 
chiefs to run the recently launched 
new local budgets, free of centrally 
imposed conditions, so they can 
decide how to use money to help fam¬ 
ilies with complex needs. 

The budget will bring together vari¬ 
ous central funding streams into one 
pot and the council will then be able to 
choose how it uses the money. 

Kent County Council leader Paul 
Carter has welcomed the move, 
stating it could make a real, long¬ 
term difference to people’s lives. 

“We have long been calling for a 
move to area-based budgets and the 
freedom at a local level to use fund¬ 
ing and resources to best support our 
communities,” he said. 


£2 million of KCC money, as well as 
cash from selling off older school 
buildings, in order to renovate exist¬ 
ing Kingsmead buildings and add 
some new ones. 

Nigel Genders, education director 
for the Canterbury diocese, said: We

“Whitehall funding had been 
funnelled through hundreds of 
disparate programmes wrapped up in 
tight financial conditions that effec¬ 
tively strangled local choice,” he added. 

KCC said community budgets will 
join up services for an integrated 
approach, so a family with multiple 
problems will not have to deal with a 
number of different schemes and 
agencies to get help. 

The council said it will also reduce 
costs by removing barriers, duplica¬ 
tion and waste.

the amalgamated school will be. 

Currently the Kingsmead School 
has only 100 pupils and the Payne 
Smith school has 150 to 200 children. 
Kingsmead’s crumbling buildings 
are badly in need of repair. 

And the current Payne Smith 
school is currently in a high pollution 
inner-city area with no green space. 
If plans go ahead the new school will 
open in September 2012. 

If the plans are agreed to all chil¬ 
dren from the Diocesan and Payne 
Smith Primary School will move over 
to the Kingsmead Primary School, 
and the Payne Smith school’s Broad 
Street site with historic buildings 
would be sold. 

This would mean both primaries 
would become a Church of England 
voluntary controlled school, meaning 
the church would have some say over 
who some of the new school’s gover¬ 
nors would be. 

Sarah Hohler, KCC cabinet mem¬ 
ber for education, said: “A lot of work 
has been going on to find a way for¬ 
ward that will benefit the children of 
both schools. 

“The proposed amalgamation will 
give us the chance to bring together 
the best from each existing school 
and create a new school the commu¬ 
nity can be proud of. This will help all 
the pupils from this area to realise 
their full potential.” 

Consultation on the new plans 
ends on Friday, January 14. 

Squatters stack up 
to a big problem 
as fire breaks out 

A SQUAT in Whitstable Road caught 
alight on Saturday after residents 
tried to use fireplaces with partially 
blocked chimneys.

good living as a coach, but that has 
all gone. 

“He has lost a great deal and the 
loss of his reputation has affected 
him deeply.” 

Sentencing him Judge Adele 
Williams said there was “clear and 
compelling” evidence he used his 
position of trust to get sexual favours 
from his pupils. She said Romang 
was obsessed with the 16-year-old. 


Judge Williams said: “I have no 
doubt she found the whole episode 
frightening and distressing. You 
abused your position of trust. 

‘You were forceful and I expect she 
didn’t know how to deal with your 
advances. 

“The only person you deluded was 
yourself.” 

Romang was also given a two-year 
supervision order and put under cur¬ 
few for three months.

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Thugs escape jail over 
Whitefriars punch-up

FOUR yobs who rampaged through 
Canterbury’s Whitefriars shopping 
centre have been given suspended 
prison sentences. 

Squaddie David Watson, 20, of Howe 
Barracks, Karl Lashley, 20, of Dan Drive, 
Faversham, Dale Cooper, 19, of Chineham Way, 
Canterbury, and Ben Hutson, 20, of Oxford 
Road, Canterbury, all admitted their part in a 
brawl in which a man’s arm was broken. 

Watson also admitted punching his girlfriend 
in the face in a separate incident, while Lashley 
was in breach of a community order imposed 
two years ago. 

Neil Sweeny, prosecuting, showed Canterbury 
Magistrates CCTV footage showing the youths 
confronting four other men in the shopping centre. 

Kicked 

They saw Hutson and Cooper punch two 
men, while both Watson and Lashley kicked a 
man lying on the floor, breaking his arm. 

Mr Sweeney said: “Their actions were fuelled 
by drink. They had been drinking to celebrate 
Lashley getting a job.” 

One of the victims is seen indicating he does 
not want any trouble before Watson punches 
him in the stomach. 

The court was told Watson was asleep at for¬ 
mer girlfriend Rose Platem’s home in Tudor 
Road, Canterbury, when she heard he had been 
kissing another girl. 

As she screamed abuse at him, Watson tried 


to strangle her, he then punched her in the face, 
giving her a nose bleed. She also ended up with 
a black eye and a fat lip. 

Watson is already in military custody for 
desertion and is likely to be thrown out of 
the Army. 

He was given 70 days imprisonment sus¬ 
pended for two years and ordered to do a total 
of 200 hours community work. He was given a 
two-year supervision order and three months 
curfew and ordered to pay £50 compensation 


and £170 costs. He was ordered to stay away 
from Tudor Road. 

Lashley also got 70 days suspended, 150 hours 
community work, a three-month curfew and 
was ordered to pay £250 compensation plus 
£135 costs. 

Cooper received 50 days suspended, a two- 
year supervision order to include 100 hours 
work, a three month curfew, told to pay £85 
costs and ordered to pay £250 compensation. 

Hutson received the same sentence as Cooper. 


Boaitling pupils 
taught lesson in 
fire simulation 


KING’S School students got a rude 
awakening last week when 60 firemen 
took part in a realistic training exercise 
to test emergency procedures. 

The historic boarding school, which is 
made up of many ancient, listed build¬ 
ings in difficult to access parts of the 
cathedral precincts, hosted the training 
exercise which simulated a major blaze. 

One of the school’s vacant dormitories 
was filled with smoke and a simulated 
fire on Wednesday, November 17, and 
many of the institution’s dormitories 
were evacuated. 

Firemen then had to search each room 
in the ‘blazing’ boarding house and find 
a trapped casualty. 

The firefighters to deal with the awk¬ 
ward layout of the school, most parts of 
which a fire engine cannot reach. 

Response 

Fire group manager Russ Jordan, who 
directed the exercise, said: “This type of 
training exercise is invaluable for Kent 
Fire and Rescue Service. 

“We wanted to examine our response 
to an incident at the site and how our 
plans would work with the school’s own 
emergency procedures. 

“The exercise also provided our crews 
with an excellent opportunity to practise 
their response within the Cathedral 
precincts under realistic conditions.” 

The school also got to test its fire 
evacuation procedures. Mark Taylor, 
the school’s bursar, said: “We are 
extremely grateful to be able to test 
our procedures in such a robust and 
realistic manner. 

“Much has been learnt from the 
exercise and it has been a great opportu¬ 
nity for us to review our own critical 
incident response plan under pressure.” 


Lifeboat races to 
stranded vessel 

ANGLERS had to be rescued when 
their boat broke down near Heme 
Bay on Sunday afternoon. 

The Whitstable lifeboat was 
scrambled to rescue the vessel’s 
four passengers. 

Helmsman Craig Sidders said: 
“We launched at 2.35pm and locat¬ 
ed the craft about 20 minutes later, 
one mile off Bishopstone between 
Heme Bay and Reculver. 

“All those onboard were fine and 
were wearing lifejackets. They and 
their craft were taken in tow for 
Neptune Jetty, Herne Bay 
where they were happy to be 
landed safely ashore.” 

This callout was the 63rd for the 
volunteer lifeboat crew this year. 

Firecrew cut 
two out of car 

FIREMEN had to rescue two 
people from a car on Friday after 
a crash on Rough Common Road. 

The road next to Blean Woods, 
which at one point is steep and 
treacherous, was closed in both 
directions while firefighters cut the 
smash victims out of their car. 

One woman was injured in the 
crash, which happened just after 
7pm. She had cuts and bmises and 
the fire brigade called an ambu¬ 
lance to check her health. 


Pals borrowed parents' 
car then crashed it on 
late-night hunt for booze 


TWO friends were banned from 
driving after drunkenly smashing 
a parent’s car into a wall following 
a night time search for booze, a court 
was told. 

Alex Lucas, 19, and his friend Marc 
Rand, 21, both of Tankerton Road, 
Whitstable, borrowed’ Rand’s parents’ 
car to drive to Tesco, Chestfield. 

On the way back Lucas, who held a 
provisional licence, was driving when 
it crashed into a wall and a lamppost, 
covering a parked car with debris. 

Rand drove the Suzuki home from 
Fitzroy road and then called police. 

Lucas pleaded guilty to aggravated 
vehicle taking, drink driving, 
driving without L-plates and having 
no insurance, while Rand admitted 
stealing the Suzuki, drink driving and 
having no insurance at Canterbury 
Magistrates Court. 

Neil Sweeney, prosecuting, said 
homeowner John Goodwin heard 
engine noise and a bang and reported 
it to the police. 

Minutes later Rand rang them him¬ 
self to confirm he had crashed his 
mum’s car. Rand was just over the 
legal limit while Lucas had drunk 


twice the amount. Will Nelson, defend¬ 
ing Lucas, said the pair had been cele¬ 
brating Nelson’s 19th birthday when 
they ran out of drink and decided to go 
to the 24-hour store to get more. 

He said: “Stupidly he drove on the 
way back and lost control on a comer 
crashing into the wall. He is incredi¬ 
bly embarrassed and ashamed. He 
has never been in court before. His act 
of stupidity could have resulted in 
something much worse.” 

Roger Davies, defending Rand, said: 
“alcohol warped his mind, and he did 
something he wouldn’t contemplate 
sober. He had the common sense to call 
the police and realises he was acting in 
a ridiculous manner.” 

Lucas was disqualified from driving 
for 18 months, and given a 12-month 
community order to include 200 hours 
unpaid work. 

He was fined £100 and ordered to 
pay £100 compensation for the wall, 
£85 costs and a £15 victim surcharge. 

Rand was banned for a year, given 
a 12-month community order to 
include 100 hours work, fined £140, 
and told to pay £85 costs and a £15 
victim surcharge.

A second rare 
albino squirrel 
spotted in city 


ANOTHER rare albino squirrel 
has been sighted in Canterbury. 

Wildlife experts say the odds of a true albi¬ 
no squirrel being bom are one in 100,000. 
The UK has a squirrel population of 2.5 mil¬ 
lion, which means in theory there are only 25 
white ones in the British Isles at any one 
time. 

And Canterbury now has two of them - one 
spotted in St Lawrence Cricket Ground ear¬ 
lier this month and now Albert’ from Iffin. 

Sarah Harman, the owner of the Iffin 
Farmhouse guesthouse, has had albino 
Albert living in her garden for more than a 
year. 

She said: “Albert has been picking up nuts 
for the winter and all sorts. We first saw him 
around about this time last year. He runs 
along the wall and over the fence. 

“I am absolutely astonished to see there 
was also one down at the cricket ground, 
which is a good two or three miles away. 

“My guests have seen him, because where 
the dining room is situated he bounces along 
the wall. When I have small conferences here 
people looking out of the window see him too. 

“It is a privilege to have him here. We get a

lot of animals you don’t get in the city centre 
here, although we are very close to 
Canterbury. It is lovely to have him and we 
feel very protective towards him. 

“Iffin Farmhouse has always been keen to 
push for things to be sustainable, so we have 
got quite a few green accolades, but he is one 
of our white accolades!” 

True albino squirrels have blue or pink 
eyes, as do Albert and the squirrel from the 
cricket ground. Some grey squirrels are bom 
white because of a recessive gene but are not 
tme albinos and have normal, brown eyes. 

And according to the bed and breakfast 
owner the squirrel may have a natural 
advantage on his home patch because of sea¬ 
sonal camouflage provided by the garden’s 
white bluebells. 

Mrs Harman said: “He stands up for him¬ 
self. I have seen him squabbling with one of 
the grey squirrels out here and he fights his 
own comer.”

Lost Heme Bay village is to be 
resurrected in new atlas of Britain 


DETAILS of a lost village are set to be pub¬ 
lished in a new atlas of Britain - the first com¬ 
prehensive volume of its type to be published 
in 40 years. 

The Times Atlas of Britain will show how the 
country has changed over the years so forgot¬ 
ten settlements will be included in its pages. 

Among these are Hampton-on-Sea, lost to 
coastal erosion in 1916 and sited close to 
Heme Bay. 

All that now remains is a part of the original 
pier, the Hampton Inn, and part of the coastal 
defences which are visible at low tide. 

Jethro Lennox, editor of the book, said: 
‘While compiling the first comprehensive 
atlas of its type to be published in the UK in 
over 40 years, we were not only interested in 
how the United Kingdom has changed geo¬ 
graphically over time but the implications for 
the residents of our islands.” 

Some of the cottages in the lost settlement 
were built from the timbers of boats and fish¬ 
ing was its main industry. 

Always threatened by the erosion of the

coast and the encroachment of the sea the 
plight of the area was championed in the late 
19th century by former Metropolitan Police 
officer Edmund Reid, one of the detectives 
attached to the Jack the Ripper enquiry.

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MP Gale fears loss 
of political talent 

YOUNG politicians will be put off stand¬ 
ing for Parliament unless they are given 
more time to spend with their families, a 
long-serving MP has warned. 

North Thanet MP Roger Gale says the 
Commons timetable means most mem¬ 
bers leave for London before their chil¬ 
dren wake up and return long after they 
have gone to bed. The 67-year-old has 
now helped launch a review of the par¬ 
liamentary calendar to make it as fami¬ 
ly-friendly as possible. 

“A lot of members are quite young and 
have only ever known politics,” said Mr 
Gale. “They have children and want to 
see them. If we want a modem, efficient 
Parliament we need to be family-friend¬ 
ly or younger candidates just won’t do it. 

Change 

“I would prefer if we started later and 
finished later, but some of the people 
who came up with the hours are still in 
post and will resist change, because no- 
one likes admitting they were wrong.” 

The House sits from 2.30pm on 
Monday and Tuesday; 11.30am on 
Wednesday; and 10.30am on Thursday. 

But many MPs need to arrive far ear¬ 
lier to prepare for meetings, debates and 
select committee hearings. 

Mr Gale is one of the longest-serving 
members of the procedure committee, 
which has agreed to conduct an inquiry 
into whether changes should be made. 

The committee will be writing to all 
MP for their views and encouraging oth¬ 
ers outside Parliament to have their say. 

“This is about how we sit, when we sit 
and what we do when we sit,” said Mr 
Gale. “It’s about what we think the role 
of an MP in the 21st century really is.” 


UK needs to be boM on drags 
pobcy, argues campus author

THE author of a new book on drugs 
has backed a controversial study led 
by sacked Government adviser 
David Nutt which claimed alcohol is 
more harmful than heroin. 

Alex Stevens, professor in criminal justice at 
the University of Kent, said people needed to be 
told the truth about the dangers of alcohol and 
praised Prof Nutt for addressing the issue. 

He also said evidence suggested little harm 
would come from decriminalising personal pos¬ 
session of drugs. 

Exposed 

The criminologist attended the Independent 
Scientific Committee summit on Monday, last 
week, with Prof Nutt - who was sacked last 
year for saying ecstasy was less harmful than 
other drugs - and other academics to discuss 
new findings that exposed alcohol as the most 
harmful drug overall in relation to damage to 
users and the wider society. 

Prof Stevens said: ‘While we are not condon¬ 
ing drug use, the implications of alcohol need to 
be addressed. More people die from alcohol than 
heroin. Liver disease will be the leading cause of 
death in ten years’ time. Then there is the vio¬ 
lence caused by alcohol and the money spent on 
clearing that up.” 

The findings of Prof Nutt’s study are expected 
to revive debates over classification of drugs, a

subject at the heart of Prof Stevens’ new book, 
Drugs, Crime and Public Health, which chal¬ 
lenges drugs policy. It reveals how criminalisa- 
tion of drug users had not reduced drug-related 
harm, and punishment, such as prison, had 
failed to cut illicit use of drugs. Prof Stevens said 
the UK needed to be bolder in taking steps 
towards more effective, evidence-based policies 
to increase freedom and reduce drug-taking. 

“The thrust of my argument is that decrimi- 
nalisation should be considered,” he said. “When 
cannabis was moved from class B to C, with 
reduced punishment, its use continued to fall. 

“The idea that decriminalisation increases 
drug problems is not accurate. If people are 
going to take drugs, they don’t think about what 
class it is.” 

Prof Stevens said decriminalising cannabis 


would take money out of the hands of crooks. 

“If it was available through licensed, regulat¬ 
ed premises, like in the Netherlands and 
Portugal, weaker and less dangerous cannabis 
would be sold and gangsters would not make as 
much money,” he said. 

Asked whether hard drugs such as crack 
cocaine and heroin could be decriminalised, Prof 
Stevens said there needed to be evaluated steps 
taken to see how it would work, including the 
possibility of prescription control for addicts. 

“The evidence suggests little harm would come 
from decriminalising personal possession,” he 
said. “Little is known about the potential of more 
ambitious steps towards legalisation.” 

Welfare 

His book also focuses on the need for better 
social and welfare support after findings 
showed the poor suffered most from drug-relat¬ 
ed harm, such as arrest, imprisonment, illness 
and death, despite drugs being more common in 
richer circles. 

“There are more drugs in richer areas, but poor 
people are most affected,” he said. “They are 
more likely to get arrested. This is because in 
deprived areas there is more crime and policing.” 

Prof Stevens added: “Rich people are also less 
likely to become dependent on drugs. They don’t 
do it for a long time. They have other things to 
do in their lives and have more support.” 

His book also reveals that increased criminal- 
isation does not reduce drug use, where 
Portugal and Holland, two countries with liber¬ 
al drug policies, have lower rates than the UK.

I haven’t always come 
up with something that is particularly brilliant, 
but I have never not come up with anything at 
all.

Homes cash bonus 
lifeline for councils 

EMPTY properties could become a lifeline 
for cash-strapped councils after Whitehall 
announced plans to include them in the 
money-for-new-houses scheme. 

Under proposals published for consulta¬ 
tion, town halls could see a massive cash 
bonus where Government would match 
the additional council tax raised by eveiy 
new property for the next six years. 

It would also top up council funding 
with £350 per home during that time. 

If the plans go ahead, the New Homes 
Bonus, originally intended for new houses, 
would include refurbished older proper¬ 
ties made available for accommodation. 

On the five-year anniversary of Kent’s 
No Use Empty project, David Ireland, 
chief executive of the Empty Homes 
Agency, welcomed the move and said it 
was illogical not to include long-term 
empty properties in the bonus scheme. 

Aspiration 

“It makes sense. There are aspirations 
for thousands more houses and it should 
be that empty properties count,” he said. 

The No Use Empty project, set up in 
2005 by Kent County Council and now 
run by Kent’s 12 district and borough 
authorities, smashed its targets with one 
in six properties being salvaged. Since it 
was launched 1,266 empty buildings have 
been turned into homes. 

Across Kent there are 9,000 empty prop¬ 
erties. No Use Empty invites owners to get 
help and advice as well as providing a loan 
to help finance refurbishments and make 
properties habitable again. 

To be eligible, properties must be either 
sold or rented after completion and the 
loans repaid in full, when the money is 
then recycled for another project. 


Face it f you don't need 
so many online 'friends'

FACEBOOK fanatics risk being 
dragged into criminal investiga¬ 
tions if they add too many unknown 
people as friends. 

Many users compete to build up as many 
online acquaintances as they can on the social 
networking website, even if they have never 
met the people they are adding. 

But this, says 22-year-old University of Kent 
student Zack Whittaker, increases the chances 
of them being associated with terrorists or gang 
members and opens them up to intelligence 
gathering. 

Zack writes for the hugely popular ZDNet 
technology website but says despite his blogs 
winning him an army of admirers in the United 
States, he still only has about 200 Facebook 
friends. 

“The more friends you have on Facebook, the 
more likely it is that you’re adding people you 
don’t really know,” he said. “The chances are 
then higher that some of these people will be 
involved in activity that’s not lawful. 

“I’m careful not to expose my personal life too 
much due to the number of readers I have in the 
States, but because I know every single one of 
my Facebook friends I can vouch for eveiy sin¬ 
gle of them. The same can’t be said for people 



who have 1,500 or more.” 

Zack - who suffers from Tourette’s syndrome 
and admits to involuntarily shouting “bomb” 
when travelling by train - is currently studying 
for a degree in criminology and social policy. 

He is one of the supporters of National 
Unfriend Day, which was launched by 
American talk show host Jimmy Kimmel and 
held on Wednesday, last week. 

“Government agencies like the FBI are not 
necessarily interested in the conversations peo¬ 
ple have on Facebook, but more the contacts 
people make,” said Zack. 

“If somebody has 1,500 friends and two of 
them are very nasty characters, they could find 
themselves dragged into something sinister 
which they actually know nothing about.”

ST EDMUND’S School 
is to stage a hard-hitting 
Holocaust play this 
week, written by the 
school’s head of drama.

Local solution to 
nationwide issue 

Localism, localism, localism is what 
counts, communities minister Eric 


Pickles has told us all. Though he 
did add, with a wry smile, not 
necessarily in that order. 

Now it seems it isn’t the order of 
these words that is in doubt - it’s 
their meaning. In fact, it appears 
localism has failed at its first 
hurdle, if the recent announcement 
on local enterprise partnerships 
(LEPs) is anything to go by. 

While LEPs might not sound very 
exciting, the Government has hopes 
that they will ‘radically reshape the 
way business and government 
interact at the local level’. 

That is right, it will have far- 
reaching implications for decision¬ 
making on infrastructure, housing 
and enterprise. 

During the summer, Mr Pickles, 
along with business secretary Vince 
Cable, called upon businesses and 
local authorities to seize the 
initiative and create their own local 
partnerships. That is why we in 
Medway asked for one to be based 
around the historic county of Kent 
- called the Kent and Medway bid. 

To me, that sounds pretty local. 
And it was a bid supported by the 
majority of MPs in Kent, as well 
as many businesses and council 
leaders. Even though Mr Pickles 
has said ‘I won’t stand in your way’ 
and ‘I will trust local government to 
deliver’, he didn’t like what he was 
hearing about a Kent and Medway 
LEP. In fact, he intervened at a 
very late stage to ensure plans for 
an alternative LEP for Kent and 
Essex were realised. 

Then only a couple of weeks ago, 
East Sussex was included. This so- 
called ‘Super LEP’ which is the 
largest to be given the go-ahead by 
the Government, will have a 
combined population of 3.9 million. 
The area of these three counties is 
a third the size of Belgium. Is this 
really what we were promised by 
the localism agenda? Because in 
reality, this sounds more like a 
return to regionalism than the 
promised local solutions decided by 
local communities. 

A Kent, Essex and East Sussex 
LEP could include 34 councils and 
thousands of businesses. Far too 
large to allow proper decision¬ 
making. This LEP has been forced 
on local government by the 
communities and business 
secretaries, despite opposition from 
local authorities and businesses 
across Kent. This makes a mockery 
of Mr Pickles statement that local 
government should not be told 
what to do by Whitehall. 

It’s surprising Mr Pickles hasn’t 
found time to meet with Medway 
before this announcement, even 
though we have made numerous 
attempts to arrange a meeting. 

Kent and Medway is not an 
artificial region - it is a stable, 
organic, historic county with a 
natural economy. With a population 
of 1.6 million - larger than any UK 
city except London - it would be 
large enough to negotiate with 
Whitehall, but small enough to 
address local issues. 

In the spirit of localism, I would 
ask both ministers to think again 
about their decree for one Local 
Enterprise Partnership for Kent, 
Essex and East Sussex. But before 
they do, they might want to check 
to see what localism really means. 

Rodney Chamber 
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Town centre manager, Chris West, said: 
“In previous years we have had in excess 
of 2,000 people attend the Christmas 
Lights Switch On.

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Spires aiming high with £14m academy

SPIRES Academy has submitted 
a planning application for its £14 
million new home. 

School chiefs envisage “an eye-catching, 
ultra-modern academy, built around a 
central hub, which incorporates facilities for 
the arts, business and sport”. 

Work will start on the 5,872 square metre 
building in March, 2011, and is due for 
completion in September, 2012. 

The new building will be erected on school 
fields across the road from the existing 
academy, adjacent to the A28 in Sturry. 

The design, which will accommodate 600 
students in six learning areas, was developed 
in consultation with Kent County Council, 
academy leaders, sponsors and students. 

Excited 

Headteacher Helen Foster said: “I’m very 
excited about our new building. It’s a 
privilege to have the opportunity to be 
involved in its design and I think the 
building reflects us as a school community. 

“There is a large heart built into the middle 
of the academy, where the whole school can 
come together to work, rest, dine and 
socialise, while learning areas are quiet and 
focused specialist spaces.” 

Ms Foster said she also wanted the 
academy to offer services to the wider 
community. “The new academy will be a 
valuable resource for the area and I look 
forward to working with the community of 
Hersden and Sturry to provide facilities and 
opportunities for the future," she said. 

Gerry Pack, a Spires Academy sponsor and 
chairman of the trustees, said: “Since 
becoming an academy three years ago, the 
senior team at Spires has worked hard to

ensure we achieve our overall mission of 
giving every student the best opportunity to 
make the most of their talents. 

“This fantastic building will provide an 
inspirational environment in which students 
can excel and is a major step in achieving our 
plan. To do the best job, you need the right 
tools. That’s why a great deal of thought has 
been given to the building’s design, so 
opportunities to learn are enhanced. 

“It will be a great place in which to learn, 
socialise and grow as a school community.” 

The plans have been lodged with Kent 
County Council, submitted by architectural 
firm Jestico and Whiles on behalf of 
construction firm Carillion. 

Ben Marston, of Jestico and Whiles, said: 
“The mixed two and three-storey radial 
design, conceived in response to the ethos of 
the school, has a gathering place at its heart. 

“The dramatic central area provides space 
for display and performance, essential for the 
academy’s specialisms in Business and 
Enterprise and Visual Creative and 
Performing Arts. 

“It will provide a high-quality flexible 
learning environment and incorporates 
specialist facilities such as a four-court sports 
hall, dance studio, drama studio and 
enterprise suite.” 


Apology and pledge of action 
after damning Ofsted verdict 


A DAMNING verdict on County Hall’s care 
of vulnerable children has prompted an 
apology from KCC leader Cllr Paul Carter. 

The authority was rated “inadequate” for 
its safeguarding and looked-after children 
services after a two-week Ofsted inspection 
last month. Areas of concern to the inspectors 
include the management and supervision of 
services, low educational attainment of 
looked-after children, a high number of cases 
not receiving quality assessments, and social 
workers with high caseloads. 

Cllr Carter said: 'We fully accept the 
findings of the report and where we have 
fallen short offer sincere apologies. All 
agencies are focused in putting right the 
shortcomings and weaknesses identified. 

“There is no greater priority for us all than 
the protection of vulnerable children, young 
people and their families. 

Updates 

We know actions speak louder than words. 
We would like to reassure everyone the areas 
identified for immediate improvement by 
Ofsted are already being addressed. We will 
provide regular updates so people can see 
what is being done and hold us to account.” 

Social workers have faced intense scrutiny 
since the failings that led to the death of 
Baby P in Haringey, north London, were 
made public in November, 2008. 

KCC admitted it was struggling to cope 
with the increased number of referrals since 
that time, which average 2,000 a month, 
including about 180 a week in Thanet alone. 

The county also has the added 
responsibility of 900 unaccompanied asylum¬ 
seeking children, as well as about 1,500 
looked-after youngsters placed in Kent by 


other local authorities. 

Rosalind Turner - managing director of the 
council’s children, families and education 
department - said: “KCC and its partners 
fully recognise the pressures on the service 
and regret very much that some vulnerable 
children and families are not receiving the 
quality and timely response they deserve. 

“There are examples of good practice in the 
report but we need to confront all aspects 
deemed less than adequate. 

“We are undertaking a major improvement 
programme with external scrutiny and 
support. The service, along with many others 
nationally, has become too focused on process 
and coping with the relentless demand.” 

The inspection was carried out two months 
after Ofsted warned children were at risk 
due to inadequate and late assessments by 
KCC’s social services team. 

The new report also highlights concerns 
about access to child and adolescent mental 
health services, a high number of 
“inappropriate” referrals from other 
agencies, and insufficient use of early 
intervention support in the community. 

A joint statement by NHS Eastern and 
Coastal Kent and NHS West Kent read: “The 
NHS in Kent is committed to doing the 
utmost to safeguard children. While we 
acknowledge the seriousness of this report, 
we feel the feedback will help us continue to 
focus our efforts. 

“The two primary care trusts in Kent are 
addressing the concerns raised in the report 
as a matter of urgency and are working 
closely with our acute hospitals, community 
services, mental health providers and GPs to 
continue to improve the quality of 
safeguarding services in Kent.”

HALF A STORY: Grief and sexual tension are among the themes for Harry, Hermione and their friends in the first instalment of Harry Potter and the Deathly Hallows

AND so it begins - the final chap¬ 
ter of JK Rowling’s best-selling 
fantasy saga, which holds the hon¬ 
our of the highest-grossing film 
franchise of all time. 

Cleaved in two for creative and commercial 
reasons, Harry Potter and the Deathly 
Hallows follows the shocking events of Harry 
Potter And The Half-Blood Prince, with Harry 
(Daniel Radcliffe), Ron (Rupert Grint) and 
Hermione (Emma Watson) facing the renewed 
threat from Voldemort (Ralph Fiennes) and 
the Death Eaters. 

David Yates, who directed the sixth film, 
strikes an even darker, gloomier tone for his 
imagining of the seventh book, leavened with 
occasional flashes of humour such as when 
Mad-Eye Moody (Brendan Gleeson) warns his 
fellow wizards that the magical Polyjuice 
Potion tastes like something unsavoury a gob¬ 
lin might produce. 

Screenwriter Steve Kloves remains faithful 
to Rowling’s hefty tome, but is allowed brief 
moments of artistic licence. 

We see Harry and Hermione tenderly danc¬ 
ing together, and Voldemort preys upon Ron’s 
insecurities and jealousy by taunting him with 
a vision of a naked Harry and Hermione 
locked in a steamy embrace, their blushes 
spared by swirling tendrils of smoke. 

The third film is certificate 12A for a reason. 

Even more startling is a stylish animated 
sequence, that recounts The Tale Of The Three 
Brothers from Hermione’s copy of The Tales Of 
Beedle The Bard, which explains the meaning 
of the Deathly Hallows. 

The nefarious Lord Voldemort and his fol¬ 
lowers, including Bellatrix Lestrange (Helena 
Bonham Carter) and Lucius Malfoy (Jason 
Isaacs), continue to grow in power, threatening 
everything that Dumbledore (Michael 
Gambon) and his followers hold dear. 

With Hogwarts in disarray, Harry, Ron and 
Hermione embark on a perilous quest to find 


the mysterious Horcruxes and stop the forces 
of darkness taking over the wizarding world. 

Originally intended for release in 3D, Harry 
Potter And The Deathly Hallows: Part 1 will 
only screen in traditional 2D, after the techni¬ 
cal wizards at Warner Bros were unable to 
convert this first instalment to the eye-pop- 
ping format in time for the worldwide release. 

In some ways, it’s a blessing, because the 
film’s running time of 146 minutes would 
mean eye strain for younger audiences. 

That said, Part 2 will definitely screen in 3D, 
ensuring Harry, Ron and Hermione conclude 
their epic quest with a bang. 


Several sequences in David Yates’s film have 
clearly been designed with the format in mind, 
such as when Voldemort’s snake Nagini 
springs at the camera, fangs bared. 

Radcliffe’s limited acting range draws 
unwelcome attention and he is unable to con¬ 
vey the grief of his teenage hero. 

Meanwhile, Watson blossoms, capturing the 
heartbreak of a Mudblood who may lose every¬ 
thing, and Grint provides comic relief as well 
as mild sexual tension as Ron wrestles with 
his feelings for Hermione. 

Fiennes glowers behind his flawless make¬ 
up and Yates seamlessly melds visual effects 


and live action, not least with the re-introduc- 
tion of Dobby (voiced by Toby Jones). 

Part 1 concludes with good and evil evenly 
balanced, both sides having suffered losses in 
pursuit of ultimate victory. 

The release of Part 2 on July 15,2011, seems 
an agonisingly long way off.

But five years later the novelty is 
wearing off. There’s only so many 
times watching a badger scratch its 
privates or wren chicks depositing 


their faecal sacks into their mother’s 
beak is appealing. 

They have also introduced another 
new presenter, Martin Hughes- 
Games. With his long, flowing locks 
and soft voice I suspect he has been 
brought in to be the eye candy for 
female viewers. 

Mr Hughes-Games is a very experi¬ 
enced natural history producer who 
has now made the move in front of 
the camera, but quite frankly his 
style just seems to reinforce the feel¬ 
ing that this programme is made 
more for the enjoyment of the people 
making it than its viewers. 

I suspect the fact that Mr Oddie 
and the other long-term presenter 
Simon King have left the programme 
is a sign that they could see the end is 
nigh. Rats can always be seen leaving 
a sinking ship. (Now that would be 
fascinating natural histoiy viewing.)

IT might be beach happy in 
the summer, but California 
also makes a fantastic ski¬ 
ing destination. 

As our eight-man gondola inched 
its way up the mountain, the neon- 
lit casinos, motels and wedding 
chapels lining the highway shrank 
to toytown proportions, before van¬ 
ishing entirely beneath a ridge. 

At last, Heavenly was living up to 
its name. We found ourselves in a 
hushed, Namia-esque world, with 
bear tracks criss-crossing the pine 
forest, branches creaking under lay¬ 
ers of snow and Lake Tahoe’s 
sparkling waters, far below, reflect¬ 
ing the peaks of the Sierra Nevada. 

Holidaying in Heavenly, on the 
south shore of Lake Tahoe, which 
straddles the California/Nevada 
border on America’s west coast, 
means wholeheartedly embracing 
the resort’s dual personality. 

By day, our group was 3,000 
metres above sea level, skiing on 
immaculately-groomed runs, revel¬ 
ling in spectacular views of the 
cobalt blue lake on the Californian 
side and the rusty expanse of 
Nevada’s desert on the other. 

After dark, having abandoned any 
notion of traditional, gluhwein- 
fuelled apres-ski, we joined the pun¬ 
ters trying their luck on the green 
baize tables in giant, Vegas-style 
casinos in Nevada. 

At Harrah’s, a casino-hotel with 
almost 5,000 square metres of gam¬ 
ing space, we watched Arthur Arty’ 
Hervey entertaining the highrollers, 
swingers and bachelor parties with 
a repertoire of hits, ranging from 
Frank Sinatra to Justin Timberlake. 


One alternative to the casinos is to 
join the stany-eyed couples on a sun¬ 
set dinner cruise aboard the Tahoe 
Queen, a paddleboat which steamed 
up and down the Mississippi in the 
early 20th century. 

On another afternoon, our group 
swapped skis and snowboards for 
snowmobiles. 

We roared along zig-zag trails, 
through forests of towering pines 
and aspens, to the top of the moun¬ 
tain to find such picture-perfect 
views of the lake that I half expect¬ 
ed a stagehand to appear and start 
raising the backdrop. 

Our ski instructor, Pat, warned us 
about Tahoe’s abundant black bear 
population, and has caught several 
sifting through his rubbish bins. The 
backcountry is also home to chip¬ 
munks, racoons, bobcats and moun¬ 
tain lions. 


But hopes of spotting some of the 
local wildlife were dashed by the 
combined din of revving Yamaha 
engines and shrieks as our group 
grappled with unfamiliar steering 
and brakes. 

Tahoe, the Native American word 
for big water, is the world’s second 
biggest Alpine lake after Titicaca, 
and one of America’s most popular 
skiing areas. 

Bought in 2002 by Vail Resorts, 
which also owns four ski areas in 
Colorado, Heavenly is the largest of 
seven resorts dotted around the 
lake, attracting around a million ski 
and board visitors each year. 

Its proximity to hubs like San 
Francisco in California and Reno in 
Nevada make the resort a huge hit 
with day-trippers and weekenders, 
as well as inter-state and long-haul 
visitors.

CROSSOVER is the motor market 
buzzword and Hyundai was typi¬ 
cally quick to voice it, with the ix35 
launched earlier this year. 

Replacing its more conventional Tucson 
SUV (sports utility vehicle), the ix35 is more 
compact, lighter on its feet and the sharp lines 
are reminiscent of the Ford Kuga - one of the 
smarter compact SUVs on the market. 

It starts at just £16,195, yet brings alloys, air 
con, Bluetooth and iPod/USB connectivity, 
heated front and rear seats and door mirrors, 
leather steering wheel and gear knob and 
reverse parking sensors as standard, plus five 
years’ roadside assistance and Hyundai’s 
usual five-year/unlimited miles warranty. 

But that keen entry price only buys you the

whether it was actually a petrol unit. It is also 
incredibly clean, with emissions attracting a 
road tax of just £90 a year. 

The engine works well in 4x4 format too; 
worth a relatively paltry extra £1,000 against 
an equivalent front-wheel drive version, and a 
bargain here in flagship Premium form, bring¬ 
ing full-length panoramic glass sunroof, lots of 
interior chrome, cruise control, dual zone cli¬ 
mate control, part-leather upholstery, smart 
roof rails and loads more. 

The 4x4’s fuel and tyre consumption cannot 
possibly be as good as that for a front-driven 
version; official figures show that fuel con¬ 
sumption drops less than two mpg for the 4x4, 
but most drivers will exploit the extra grip and 
its partnership with a well-sorted chassis that 
shows what a clunker the Tucson was. 

The cabin is well finished, though hardly 
earth-shattering in design, while the roomi¬ 
ness and boot capacity are impressive, and the 
flat rear footwell makes it a comfortable five- 
seater. 

Chuck in that copper-bottom warranty and 
it’s a no-brainer but for the branding, though 
badge snobbery is fast waning in these more 
realistic times.. .we hope.

Landlords advised on 
how to beat squatters 

THE latest plans to give landlords infor¬ 
mation on combating squatters has been 
praised by an industry expert. 

Paul Shamplina, founder of Landlord 
Action, said that housing minister Grant 
Shapps’s plans were “encouraging” as 
they were taking a “proactive approach” 
to helping property-owners deal with 
illegal dwellers. 

“We have also recently seen the stereo¬ 
typical image of squatters brought into 
question. 

“There has been an increase in squat¬ 
ting by young professionals who claim 
they cannot afford to rent, let alone buy 
a property, especially with the sharp 
rises in rent that we have seen of late,” 
said Mr Shamplina. 

He went on to say that landlords 
should ensure void periods were min¬ 
imised and the property did not appear 
to be unoccupied, while reducing the 
ease of access to a home was also an 
important step. 

In the new legal guide, homeowners 
were told that “the law is on their side”. 

Warning to tenants 
over cheap rent scams 

TENANTS should beware fraudsters 
who advertise properties at a cheap rent 
but then disappear with the deposits 
paid. 

The thieves use websites and genuine 
letting-agency photographs copied from 
the internet to dupe people into putting 
down payments of thousands of pounds. 

The property ombudsman has received 
5,000 complaints so far this year, while 
the National Fraud Intelligence Bureau 
issued an alert last month after receiv¬ 
ing 95 complaints, up to 50 of which were 
in London. 

Housing charity Shelter believes such 
fraud is more widespread than previous¬ 
ly thought, particularly in London, 
where a buoyant lettings market and 
shortage of properties has seen rents 
rise by 20 per cent in the last year. 



Buy-to-let market up as 
more seek to rent homes

THE recovery of the buy-to-let 
market continued in the third 
quarter, according to recent figures 
which say it has been boosted by 
strong demand for rental property 

A total of £2.8 billion was advanced to 
investment landlords in the three months to 
the end of September. 

This represents 33 per cent more than dur¬ 
ing the same period of 2009 and the highest 
level since the final quarter of 2008, according 
to the Council of Mortgage Lenders (CML). 

The buy-to-let market was hit hard by the 
original credit crunch and the recession, with 
many lenders withdrawing completely as they 
struggled to raise funds to lend. 

Lending levels hit a low of £1.9 billion in the 
second quarter of 2009, but advances have 
been gradually moving upwards since then, as 
the market has recovered. 

Despite the recent improvement, lending 
levels remain only a fraction of the record 
£12.4 billion advanced to buy-to-let investors 
during the third quarters of both 2006 and 
2007. 

The CML said the rise in lending during the 
third quarter, which was 12 per cent up on the 
previous three months, was driven by strong 
demand for rental property as many first-time 
buyers struggled to get the mortgages they 
needed to buy their own home. 

Michael Coogan, director general of the 
CML, said: “We would expect buy-to-let 
demand to pick up further if current rising 
rental trends continue and house prices 
remain broadly stable. 


“However, there is short-term uncertainty as 
a result of the unresolved debate on housing 
benefit and landlords’ response to new limits. 

“The bigger question is whether there will be 
sufficient supply side capacity to meet that 
demand, as the number of buy-to-let lenders 
dwindled in the credit crunch after 2007 and is 
yet to be fully restored.” 

Nigel Terrington, chief executive of buy-to- 
let lender Paragon, said the figures were 
“encouraging” and reflected higher confidence 


among landlords and lenders in the market. 

“Although we are still a long way from nor¬ 
mal market conditions and lending is low by 
historical standards, the market is heading in 
the right direction,” he said. 

Further figures revealing a stagnant mort¬ 
gage market in September underlined the 
soaring demand for scarce rental properties. 

There were 50,000 loans for house purchase, 
unchanged on August, although the value of 
loans fell by £200 million. 


First-time buyers back on the scene 


PROPERTY website Rightmove 
has suggested that first-time buy¬ 
ers (FTBs) are returning to the 
housing market. 

According to a report by the 
property website, which ques¬ 
tioned 25,584 potential buyers 
last month, first-time buyers are 
being encouraged by falls in house 
prices. 

It found that some 33 per cent of 
FTBs expect the cost of property 
to be lower this time next year, up 
from just 20 per cent in the previ¬ 
ous three months. 

Meanwhile, just over a quarter 


of FTBs hope to purchase their 
first home in the next 12 months 
- up from 22 per cent in July, said 
Rightmove. 

FTBs are key to the housing 
market and a shortage of them 
has meant a full recovery has yet 
to be seen. 

They still need a hefty deposit of 
at least 25 per cent to secure a 
mortgage, according to figures, 
and this is why the numbers have 
been dwindling. 

Finally, the survey also found 
that more than half of FTBs are 
aged between 25 and 34.

A DREADFUL start put paid to any hopes

The task always looked a tough one for the 
city club, with one win in their previous six 
league outings, against a side looking for a 
ninth straight victory 

It was made virtually impossible by a slug¬ 
gish start which allowed Richmond to score 
21 points in the first ten minutes.

Canterbury barely got out of their half for 
20 minutes, but when they did it led to a first 
score, when Carlton Littlechild dived over.

Run machine van Jaarsveld 
looks set to remain at Kent 


KENT look set to keep hold of star 
batsman Martin van Jaarsveld as it 
appears Lancashire will not be 
making any signings ahead of next 
summer. 

The South African has been linked with a 
move away from St Lawrence for the last three 
seasons, but penned a new deal last year after 
turning down an offer to skipper Surrey. After 
another season in which he topped the run¬ 
scoring charts at Kent, speculation mounted 
about van Jaarsveld’s future, particularly in 
the wake of Amjad Khan’s exit due to Kent’s 
unstable financial position at the end of last 
summer. 

He was again linked with a move to 
Lancashire towards the end of this summer 
and it’s believed he was a target for the Red 
Rose county, but financial pressure as a result 
of improvements to Old Trafford looks to have 
ended any hopes the 36-year-old may have had 
about moving north next season. 

Mike Watkinson, Lancashire’s director of 
cricket, writing in his column for the

Manchester Evening News, said financial 
restrictions and a “lack of real value in the mar¬ 
ket” means additions at Old Trafford are high¬ 
ly unlikely. 

“.. .we have short-term restrictions in terms of 
the finances we have for player recruitment 
and it is unlikely we will be adding to our squad 
for next season,” he said. “And, like many other 
counties, it is highly likely we will go into the 
campaign without an overseas player.” 

If van Jaarsveld stays, it will be a major boost 
to Kent as they look to get back on a level foot¬ 
ing after a difficult end to the season both on 
and off the pitch. It may also encourage several 
players to sign contract extensions, although 
the club are hopeful of making an announce¬ 
ment about two that have put pen to paper, 
some time this week. 

Elsewhere, season ticket packages for the 
2011 season have gone on sale at Kent, with a 


variety of options available depending on which 
competition supporters want to watch. 

A season ticket for all home matches will cost 
£200 if bought by December 31, rising to £220 
from January. Fans of limited overs cricket can 
buy a ticket which excludes the County 
Championship for £150, increasing to £165 in 
the New Year. Junior packages begin at £22 for 
players at affiliated clubs, while students tak¬ 
ing advantage of the early bird deal can gain 
admission to all home games for £150. 

Extensive work is taking place to redevelop 
the St Lawrence Ground in Canterbury this 
winter. One side effect is a decrease in parking 
space and members who want one of the 200 
places at the ground will have to pay £200 for 
the season. A cheaper option is at nearby 
Simon Langton Girls’ Grammar School, priced 
at £75. 

Jamie Clifford, Kent’s chief executive, said: 
“We have worked hard to produce a range of 
options that fit with people’s lifestyles. There is 
already a buzz around about the coming year; 
with floodlights, a refurbished pavilion and 
improved facilities, we really will be the leading 
sports venue in the countv.”
